WHEREAS, the Local Governnment Cap Law, N. J.S. 40A: 4-45.1 et
seq., provides that in the preparation of its annual budget, a
municipality shall limt any increase in said budget to 2.5% unl ess
aut hori zed by ordinance to increase it to 3.5% over the previous
year’s final appropriations, subject to certain exceptions; and,

WHEREAS, N. J.S. A 40A: 4-45.15a provides that a nunicipality
may, when authorized by ordi nance, appropriate the difference
bet ween the anopunt of its actual final appropriation and the 3.5%
percentage rate as an exception to its final appropriations in
either of the next two succeeding years; and,

VWHEREAS, the Township Council of the Township of Marlboro in
the County of Monnouth finds it advisable and necessary to increase
its CY 2006 budget by up to 3.5% over the previous year’s final
appropriations, in the interest of pronoting the health, safety and
wel fare of the citizens; and,
